Program   Notes 

M.   Des   Pres,   Mr.   Rexroth 

If,  in  perusing  this  folio,  you  discover  with  astonishment  that  Kenneth  Rexroth 
is  interviewing  Josquin  Des  Pres  about  fallout,  or  that  Harry  S.  Truman  is  con- 
ducting the  Concertgebouw  Orchestra  of  Martinique,  bear  with  us.  This  seventh 
KPFK  Folio  is  the  product  of  a  substitute  editor,  and  we  hove  no  doubt  it  shows. 

With  the  editor  out  of  town,  and  the  public  affairs  director  only  dimly  visible 
behind  a  mound  of  old  newspaper  clippings  and  legal  briefs  having  to  do  with 
the  Chessman  case  (see  below),  the  music  department  has  risen  nobly  to  the 
crisis.  It  brings  us,  for  instance,  not  one  but  two  foreign  music  festivals. 

The  1959  Vienna  Festival,  held  last  June,  begins  on  KPFK  on  Sunday,  October 
18.  Subsequent  broadcasts  will  be  heard  on  the  21st,  the  28th,  the  31st,  and  in 
succeeding  Folios.  And  Saturday,  the  24th,  brings  a  complete  performance  of 
"The  Magic  Flute,"  the  first  program  of  the  Salzburg  Festival. 

No  less  than  four  concerts  from  our  studios  will  be  heard  in  these  weeks,  on 
October  20,  22,  25,  and  30.  As  if  that  weren't  enough  of  a  contribution,  the  music 
department— in  addition  to  its  customary  taste  and  variety  in  recorded  concerts- 
brings  esoterica  of  a  sort:  the  first  four  of  six  programs  detailing  the  history  of 
Chinese  music  (October  20,  22,  26,  29)  and  the  BBC's  discussion  of  music  that 
"goeth  with  a  whele"  (October  27).  Alan  Rich's  history  of  music  continues  on  the 
23rd,  rebroadcast  on  the  31st  for  those  who  retire  very  early. 

The  BBC,  incidentally,  is  much  with  us  in  these  two  weeks  (ah,  subsidy),  con- 
tributing, among  other  things,  drama  of  great  variety:  Aristophanes  on  October 
18,  musical  fable  on  the  21st,  science  fiction  on  the  26th  (and  the  28thj,  a  literate 
sort  of  intrigue  on  the  30th,  and  Christopher  Marlowe  on  the  31st.  "The  Unexpected 
Country"  ^October  24),  'The  Trial  of  Lord  Byron"  (October  20),  and  "Rousseau 
in  England"  (October  30),  are  a  little  harder  to  classify.  The  second  part  of  "The 
Waves"— Virginia  Woolf  via  Louis  MacNeice— is  on  October  18.  For  lagniappe, 
there's  the  conversation  about  acting  on  the  19th. 

We've  shamelessly  borrowed  some  of  England's  conversation,  too:  about 
English  prose  ''October  21  and  23;,  women  (October  30j,  and  microbes  on  the 
moon  (October  27j.  There's  our  own  conversation,  too— the  ubiquitous  Steve  Allen 
turns  up  in  one  on  October  21— and  even  a  non-conversation.  See  October  30. 


Caryl    Chessman 

Caryl  Chessman  still  has  litigation  pending  in  the  courts— some  of  which,  our 
public  affairs  department  advises,  appears  quite  soundly  based— and  commuta- 
tion remains  a  possibility;  but  as  we  go  to  press,  Chessman  is  slated  for  deoth  on 
October  23.  In  this  case  above  all  capital  cases,  it  seemed  that  if  we  ore  to  take 
a  life,  we  should  at  leost  know  what  for,  and  under  what  circumstances.  'The 
Coming  Death  of  Caryl  Chessman,"  on  October  18  (rebroadcast  on  the  22nd)  is 
an  attempt  to  find  out. 

Public  Affairs  Director  Gene  Marine,  who  hasn't  talked  about  anything  but 
the  Chessman  case  for  weeks,  notes  that  'This  won't  be  a   completely  objective 


and  unbiased  program.  No  one  could  study  the  octuai  record  of  the  Chessman 
case  and  stay  objective  and  unbiased  very  long.  But  we'll  try  to  make  it  an  honest 
program,  and  we'll  promise  that  no  one  will  listen  without  learning  something  he 
didn't  know  about  the  Chessman  story.  Incidentally,  the  question  of  capital  punish- 
ment per  se  will  not  be  taken  up.  We've  only  got  two  hours."  In  preparation  for 
the  program,  KPFK  has  interviewed  a  number  of  the  people  involved  in  the  case, 
and  portions  of  those  interviews  will  be  a  part  of  the  program. 

One  important  voice  will  be  missing.  The  lack  will  be  made  up  in  part  by  in- 
cluding passages  from  Chessman's  books,  and  on  Tuesday  night,  October  20, 
Gene  Marine  will  read  a  portion  of  one  of  Chessman's  legal  briefs.  The  reading 
will  be  rebroadcast  on  October  24,  possibly  as  either  a  vindication  or  an  epitoph. 
To  round  out  the  subject,  the  afternoon  of  the  20th  brings  a  BBC  discussion  on  the 
purposes  of  punishment. 

Public-affairs-minded  subscribers  who  are  trying  to  interest  friends  in  KPFK 
might  find  this  Folio  useful,  for  in  addition  to  the  special  Chessman  progrom,  there 
are  rebroadcasts  of  three  other  "specials"  in  public  affairs.  Terrell  Drinkwater's 
interview  with  the  controversial  Gerald  L.  K.  Smith  is  broken  into  two  parts  for 
rebroadcast  on  October  26  and  28;  a  conversation  on  the  problems  of  communicat- 
ing science  to  laymen  is  heard  again  on  the  19th;  and  the  Pacifica  Foundation's 
90-minute  documentary  on  California's  Japanese  is  heard  again  on  October  29. 

In  fact,  maybe  we  didn't  do  too  badly  in  the  editor's  absence  after  ali.
